thing to say. Judge Holtzoff said 
Mrs. Natvig showed ‘‘so little re­ 
gard for the truth” as to constitute 
a “danger to the com m unity.” 


"Perjury undermines the integ­ 
rity of the administration of jus­ 
tice," he commented. 


Defense counsel John D. Dwyer 
noted today that in opening state­ 
ments to the jury, which convicted 
Mrs. Natvig a month ago on three 
perjury charges, he had raised the 
question of her "mental capacity” | 
to give willfully false testimony. 


"You offered no testimony on 
the question of mental capacity," 
the judge replied. 


Mrs. Natvig was a witness last 
fall at an FCC hearing on Lamb’s 
application for renewal of his li­ 
cense for a television station at 
Erie, Pa. She testified that she was 
a Communist in Ohio in the 1930s 
and knew Lamb in that connection. 


In February, when she was re­ 
called to the witness stand for fur­ 
ther cross-examination, she said 
her p r e v i o u s testimony about 
Lamb was a lie. 
Lamb him self has categorically 
denied any Communist sympathies. 
Mrs. Natvig said she had been

A Speed-Up Program 
For Gifted Students 


Are the final years of high school really 
necessary for the gifted student? Does he actually 
do class work requisite to success in college? Or 
are those years needed as part of the important 
process of maturing? 
Some years ago, the University of Chicago and 
St. John’s College at Annapolis thought that there 
were exceptional students who not only failed to 
profit by the last year or two of high school, but 
actually were being hindered. 
Psychologists 
long 
have 
pointed 
out 
that 
failure to provide stimulating work for such pupils 
often led to their downfall, that some became lazy 
j-nd others sought mischief to occupy their minds. 
Thus, not only were these students being hurt, but 
the entire community was being robbed— perhaps 
forever—of talent that could be harnessed for some 


good. 
Four years ago, the Ford Foundation, to which 
most of Henry Ford's fortune was transferred to 
avoid confiscatory inheritance taxes, took up the 
challenge. 
Working with a dozen colleges and 
universities, the foundation granted scholarships to 
more than 150 outstanding youngsters. The first 
real results are now being tabulated. Performances 
already disclosed tend to prove the point. 
In general, these younger graduates did better 
academically than their classmates (at Goucher 
College, five of the nine elected to Phi Beta Kappa 
were “early starters” ). They carried more than 
their share of extra-curricular activities. 
And they 
were as socially adjusted and emotionally stable as 


the best of their class. 
The 650 other “early admissions” now in 
college, screened the same way as their history- 
making predecessors, presumably will write similar 
chapters in the annals of education. Those rn 
closest contact with these gifted youngsters—the 
teachers them selves—speak most highly of them 
and recommend that the program continue.

"We must learn to work again—if I dare whisper 
that robust word ‘work’ in these days of full employ­ 
ment — yes, you heard (ieorge, I said work — plain, 
hard, eight-bouri-a-day honest work; we have for­ 
gotten how to sweat; why, last week when IM miners 
were threatened with dism issal, they increased their 
output from IO to 80 tons of coal per day; and in one 
week produced as much coal as they had done in 
the previous two months. 
Try and find me a short- 
hand-typist whose best friends are not her eraser, 
powder-compact, and wrist-watch—'What about holi­ 
days?—Time off for the hairdresser?—Do you work 
Saturdays?’—juniors, clerks, drivers, domestic helps, 
waiters, chefs, painters, skilled and unskilled work­ 
ers—it is the same tale everywhere. The blunt fact Is 
that with full employment and the millions-to-one 
chance of winning the Treble Chance too many of 
us are clock-watchers, tea makers, and wailers-for- 
pa>-day; working at the rate of thirty minutes an 
hour we are being paid at the rate of 80 minutes 
work an hour — and then grumble at the cost of 
living." 


The world is m uch the sam e, operating on the law 
of supply and dem and. 
In England, they have a tea 
break and we have a coffee break when all the boys and 
girls quit for conversation and refreshm ents. 
M aybe it 
breaks the monotony bqt it is not pushing the job. 
The 40-hour week will soon be reduced to 30 and 
perhaps th at is why there are so many accidents on the 
road 
W hat do people do with all the hours they have 
to do nothing? P erhaps they go in for “ Do It Y ourself’’ 
or they play Hi-Fi recordings or they just sit around and 
yap until their talk gets them into a fight and they end 
up in a separation. 


Of course, the vogue of the soft-shelled book, 
which is bought in the drug-store and on the news 
stands, developed as the hours of leisure increased, 
but so did juvenile delinquency take on its present 
sinister forms. If parents are not bogged down with 
long hours of labor, why cannot they take better care 
of their children? Have they lost the art or do they 
no longer know what to say? 
It is not enough to 
talk of the birds and the bees; it might be of some 
avail to speak of God’s moral law if one can think 
of that. 


Over in England, they wondered about leisure and 
what would become of the morale of a people with so 
few hours of work for their daily bread. I can still recall 
when there was leisure because there were no jobs and 
what did we do with leisure then? Nobody really wor­ 
ried about the evils of leisure when a worker had all 
day off because he had no work to do. Why are we so 
frightened by it now? 


And is it really necessary to sweat? 
Let the 
machine sweat. Robert A. Taft used to say that it 
was the particular mark of capitalistic progress if 
men produced more by less work at higher pay. For 
that, he was called a reactionary although it seem ed 
to me that the history of liberalism is the advance 
of all mankind from the clod who labored from sun­ 
rise to sunset for a bare living to the leisure classes 
which are served by mechanical slaves while all 
men and women become philosophers and poets. 


But they do not want to be philosophers and poets. 
They want to be what they would have been if they 
worked 12 hours a day. They want to watch somebody 
else be a philosopher and poet and songwriter and singer 
and dancer and all the things that com e on television. 
Who can really say what is the correct use of the leisure 
for another man?

Record Partly Forgotten 


Many people have forgotten the 
record of the m an with whom the 
foreign m inisters of G reat Britain, 
F rance and the United States will 
again attem pt to do business this 
very week.

Molotov kidded Eden along 
about the possibility of m aking a 
m utual 
defense 
treaty 
between 
B ritain and Soviet Russia, but at 
the sam e tim e the Soviet conspir­ 
ator w as secretly negotiating with 
H itler. The Soviet alliance with 
H itler m ade it possible for the 
Nazis to turn tow ard the West in 
Septem ber 1939 
The Molotov strategy, however, 
was not to honor the agreem ent 
with H itler, but to grab off chunks 
of territo ry —la tv ia , Esthonia and 
L ithuania—with 
which 
countries 
the Soviet Union also had non-ag­ 
gression treaties. Molotov w asn't 
satisfied with a piece of Poland. 
He w anted territory from Finland 
and. under Stalin's guidance, was 
reaching into the Balkans for m ore 
territo ry 
when 
Hitler 
couldn't 
stand it any longer and decided to 
defend him self against a faithless 
ally. 
Molotov and Stalin went into the 
w ar in 1939 to enlarge the Soviet 
em pire, and joined the W estern 
powers in 1941 only to defeat Hit­ 
ler in o rder to get an even g reater 
sphere of influence in both Europe 
and Asia. 
The doublecrosses by Molotov in 
the period since the close of World 
W ar II are too recent to dwell on 
here. 
The record shows that in 
diplom acy he is unscrupulous, th at 
his pledges a re m eaningless and 
that 
he 
reflects accurately 
the 
Com m unist philosophy which jus­ 
tifies deceit and treachery as a 
m eans to an end. His chair should 
long 
ago 
have 
been 
declared 
em pty — and the United N ations 
then would today stand for a g reat 
m oral principle instead of a frus­ 
trated hope.

While it is true that the trustees 
of these institutions agreed to sale 
of the stock at what now appears 
to be a low price, and while Whit­ 
field w as in the arm ed services 
during part of this ltme. neverthe­ 
less he signed the final tru stees’ 
report and OK d the acts of his co- 
tru stees. Senate investigators have, 
also run across evidence that he 
knew exactly what was going on 
even though away. 


Senators Probe 


As a result, Sen. Clinton A nder­ 
son of New Mexico, chairm an of 
the Joint Atomic Committee which 
m ust pass on Whitfield’s confirm a­ 
tion. has w ritten Whitfield a letter 
asking about certain chapters in 
his career. One question the sena­ 
to r; want answered is w hether his 
purchase of the stock was not a 
breach of fiduciary relationship. 
They also want to know w hether 
any effort was made to get an 
appraisal on the Valley Bank stock 
before it was sold. Investigation 
so ta r indicates there was none, 
The senators also want to know 
how m uch Whitfield profited per­ 
sonally from a deal in which he 
w as a trustee 
The Senate com m ittee already 
has inform ation that he received 
real estate fees from the sale of 
the Valley Bank building, plus a 
retain er from the bank. His own 
shares of bank stock also increased 
from 
150 to 869. partly through 
purchase, 
partly 
through 
split 
stock. 
A nother question asked by Sena­ 
tor Anderson is w hether Whitfield 
and his co-trpstees zealously guard­ 
ed the rights of C raw ford's widow. 
The evidence obtained by Senate 
investigators shows that on Nov­ 
em ber 9, 1943, Mrs. Craw ford w as 
paid $15,000 in cash plus an ag ree­ 
m ent to pay her $9,000 a year. 
Since she was then 93 years old, 
this could not have m eant an out­ 
lay of any great amount of m oney, 
As a m atter of fact. M rs. C raw - 
ford died six months later. 
In return for this sm all pay­ 
m ent to the widow, Morrison and 


Whitfield took over any rights sh* 
had to the stock. 
There ensued m eanw hile a has­ 
sle with D rake 
U niversity, 
the 
M ethodist Hospital and the other 
charities, 
during 
which 
various 
petitions w ere filed by the univer­ 
sity and the hospital disputing th$ 
right of W hitfield. M orrison and 
Howe to pay them selves certain 
fees. On July 15, 1940. D rake Uni­ 
versity 
and 
M ethodist 
Hospital 
filed an objection to paying the 
trustees m ore than $2,772. 
The institutions filed objection 
after objection, until finally they 
sold the stock to Whitfield. Mor­ 
rison. and Howe for approxim ately 
$225,000, considered a low price. 
Complicaled Deal 
The method of paying for the 
stock was involved and interesting. 
M orrison and Whitfield had form ed 
a side com pany called the Valley- 
Des Moines Com pany, which own­ 
ed the building of Valley Bank Sc 
Trust. So Morrison arranged with 
this side com pany to get the money 
with which to purchase the Valley 
Bank and Trust stock from D rake 
University and the others. Then 
he assigned the stock to the Valley 
-DesMoines Company with an op­ 
tion to buy it back in five years a t 
a stated price of $135 a share. 
This was in 1943. 
In 1947 h# 
bought it back at this price — 
$135 a share—though the FDIC 
in 1947 listed the stock as worth 
$356 a share and in 1948 at $574 a 
share 
By this tim e, D rake U niversity, 
Methodist Hospital, and the others 
no longer had any claim on the 
stock, but som e of the stockhold­ 
ers in the V alley-Des Moines Com­ 
pany, including Ethel F. M etcalfe, 
filed a ‘‘notice’’ that they intend­ 
ed to file suit requiring the Valiev 
Bank and Trust stock optioned by 
Morrison to 
be 
divided 
am ong 
other stockholders instead of sold 
to Morrison for a song. 
At this point. Whitfield and Mor­ 
rison moved in and quieted the 
com plainants by purchasing their 
Valley-De; 
Moines stock at the 
generous value of betw een $700 and 
$800 
After that the suit was not 
brought. 
These are som e of the intricate 
investigating deals which senators 
do not believe w ere arm 's-length 
transactions and which they do 
not consider in keeping with the 
qualifications of one appointed to 
tht* Atomic Energy Commission. 
NOTE — Sen. Bourke Hicken- 
looper of Iowa and top Iowa Re­ 
publicans, while not publicly criti­ 
cal of Whitfield, have not been en­ 
thusiastic about his appointm ent. 
The Des Moines R egister-Tribune, 
chief Republican spokesm an for 
Iowa, published a m asterful analy­ 
sis of his hanking transactions. The 
appointm ent is chiefly credited to 
B ernard Shanley of New Jersey , 
one of Ike’s top aides in the White 
House who m et Whitfield during 
the 1952 cam paign.

The Mayor and City Council, in 
an effort to overcome an antici­ 
pated $100,000 deficit in the Water 
Department this fiscal year, yes 
terday increased the city's water 
rate and tappage fees.
